Towering above the, swift. moving 
waters of the Saskatchewan river. to 
t height of more than 100 feet the 
uorth river pier of the CG, P. R. high 
level bridge between Edmonton and 
Strathcona now © stands’ coniplete. 
Workmen arc busy stripping its rock 
iike sides of the cribbing which formed 
the moulds for the concrete and the 
machinery required for the construc- 
tion of the immense pier is — being 
moved to the south bank of the stream, 
Where the material will be prepared 
for the construction of the south river 
pier which has already been built up 
to a height of about 30 feet above the 
water level.

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HEAVY DEMAND FOR 
EDMONTON REALTY 


Many Inquiries for Building Sites 
—Speculators Inactive at 
Present. 


Speculative purchase of Edmonton 
‘) estate is not particularly active at 
resent, according to prominent real 
estate men, the current demand being 
‘or subdivision property, for actual 
‘uilding purposes and inside holdings 
for the erection of’ Warehouses and 
Dusinoss blacks. ’ 
The deorease in speculation seems to 
e due to the fact that the local banks 
lave gradually but surely closed down 
ou loans for the purpose of real es- 
‘ate transactions. Unless a purchaser 
ul show conclusively that he is buy- 
ig properly with a view of erecting 
‘ substantial building it is practically 
npossible for him to secure a loan al 
of the local financial institutions.

‘The-track will be laid from the present 


extension of the C, P. R.. past the 
Strathcona station to the. brow of the 
hill on which the south end of the 
bridge will rest and the steel girders 
and braces will be delivered on the 
hill as they are required, On the 
north» bank of the river the pier at 
the water's edge is about half com- 
pleted. It will be built up to the 
level of the two river piers as will also 
the pier on the south shore of the 
stream, Up the bank a short distance 
from the north shore a large abut- 
ment will be constructed to carry the 
steel work suporting the vehicular 
traffic decks where they join the main 
bridge from each side of the end 
abutment supporting the railway deck. 

The ice breakers on the river piers 
have been built up to a height of near- 
ly 80 feet above the present water 
level and are faced with steel. 

Great piles of earth that have been 
thrown out of the excavation for the 
north river pier and the pier at the 
north shore of the stream rise above 
the level of the stream between the 
river pier and the shore, completely 
damming the current and foreing the 
full body of the stream into the narrow 
channel between the completed pier 
and the south bank. 

Strewn with hundreds of feet of 
heavy lumber that is being taken away 
from the sides of the big concrete 
tower, the earthen dam looks at the 
present tine very much like a lumber 
yard. <A square frame’ tower reach- 
ing from the base of the pier to a point 
several feet above its top forms 
the framework and support of an ele- 
vator which has been used to haul up 
the concrete used in the construction 
of the pier, The wooden framework 
of the elevator was gradually — built 
higher as the concrete work — pro- 
sressed. 

Piles are now being driven for a 
trestle bridge from the south shore 
of the stream to the base of the south 
river pier. Over this structure the 
conerete will be carried which will be 
required for the completion of the 
pier. 

Something of the great neight of the 
bridge may be realized when one im- 
agines~ steel work half as high as 
the completed concrete pier itself be- 
ing set above its top. The level of the 
rail will be just 61 feet above the top 
of the concrete. 

The contractors expect to have all 
the concrete work completed and ready 
for the erection of the steel work 
by August fst. It is estimated that 
nine months will be required for the

Company is Advertising in Number of 
American Newspapers and Settlers 
Are Coming by the Hundreds 


OVER SIX THOUSAND WILL 
LOCATE IN THIS DISTRICT 


Six Thousand Homesteads Within 
Thirty Miles of Athabasca Landing 
Ready for the Settler—Many Fros- 
pective Settlers Coming From Old 
Country 


That immigration into the districts tributary to the C. N. R, 
lines through the west is heavier this season than ever before in the 
history of the road, was the statement made to the Capitai this morn- 
ing by R. Creelman, of Winnipeg, general passenger agent for the 
road, who is in Edmonton on business in connection with his depart- 
ment here. According to Mr. Creelman the railway company has 
inaugurated an advertising campaign, using a number of the large 
American newspapers as mediums, and expect thereby to place set- 
tlers this season on 25,000 homesteads lying tributary to their lines. 

“We are advertising in the American newspapers that are known 
to reach the largest number of prospective settlers of the Canadian 
west. We are advertising 25,000 homesteads available within thirty 
miles of our railway lines. From information gathered at the Ed- 
monton land office, we have found that within 30 miles of the Atha- 
basca Landing line there are 6,000 homesteads available. There are - 
thousands of homesteads still open for settlement along the main 
line of the railway, between Edmonton and Winnipeg. The Battle- 
ford line also opens up a splendid territory, as do the lines from 
Vegreville to Calgary and from Saskatoon to Rosetown, on the 
Vegreville-Calgary branch. : 

“We estimate that altogether there are 25,000 homesteads lying 
within a reasonable distance of our main lines and branches, and we 
are now in the midst of a campaign to settle up this land.” . 

Speaking of the trans-Atlantic traffic on the C. N. R.’s two pas- 
senger boats, the Royal Edward and the Royal George, Mr. Creel- 
man stated that west bound travel has been exceptionally heavy this 
year, and that passage to Europe has been booked up until late in 
June by people going to the coronation. 

In reply to a question as to the summer schedule on the western 
lines of the C. N. R., Mr. Creelman said that it has not yet been 
prepared, but that a change which will give Edmonton an increased 
passenger service over the line: is under consideration. 

“Edmonton will be well taken care of as regards passenger ser- 
vice over our line this summer,” he said. “With the present service 
we have had difficulty in handling the large number of west-bound 
passengers. A new schedule will probably be brought into effect 
about June rst.”

ARTICLE NUMBER FIVE 


In order to fully appreciate the remarkable future which 
lies before the Edmonton Portland Cement Company it is 
necessary to keep in mind two facts; one is the unprecedented 
growth of the cement industry, and the other is essential con- 
ditions for a successful Portland cement plant.

that bridge projects upon which lhe 
city has already embarked, are all 
that she can handle for the time being 
“Mhis bridge is badly required for 
industrial purposes,’ ‘said’ Ald, Tipton, 
“no real estate people will be benetited 
by it.’ Dr. Tory was as emphatic in 
his belief that such a bridge is needed, 1 
and pointed out that the high — level { 
brideg would not afford a solution of 
j the traffic problem for the flats, The ; 
J volurne of traffle on the ferry even at 
the present time was very large in- 
deed, The industries of the flats, as 
well as the Strathcona power house 
itself, Mr. Douglas declared, demanded 
that a bridge be constructed at this 


The probable solution of the prob- 
lems both of the bridge to serve the 
flats, and the proposed west end traffic 
br¥lge, was discovered by Dr. Tory, 
who suggested that a specified time be 
determined in the agreement, within 
which bylaws for the construction of 
both bridges must be submitted to the 
people subsequent to amalgamation, It 
was suggested that the middle bridge 
bylaw might be submitted within two 
years, and the bylaw providing for a 
bridge across the river in the west end, 
within three years. Both Clauses t4 
and 13 were referred back to the 
special committees of the two cities 
for a report. 

Edmonton delegates were enthusias- 
tic in their support of Clause 42, which 
binds the city of the north side of the 
river to co-operate with Strathcona in 
securing representatives to the Do- 
minion house, from the burg south of 
the Saskatehewan, Ald. McInnis point- 
ed out that tis was a matter which the 
government must finally determine. 


unteer brigade only, 

Obligations of the Strathcona hos- 
pital will be assumed by the extended 
Edmonton, according to Clause +45 
Dr. Tory expressed the hope that even- 
tually the hospitals of the two cities 
would be brought under one manage- 
ment. 

In an endeavor to secure munici- 
pal control of the telephone system 
of Strathcona, the southern city will 
co-operate with Edmonton.
